A ride-along 
with an officer on shift will 
be scheduled separately (not 
mandatory to complete but 
recommended). Upon suc¬ 
cessful completion, a culmi¬ 
nation ceremony will be held 
on Tuesday, November 6th.

Rascals, Heroes and Just 
Plain UnCommon Folk

Rose Monroe 1920-1997 

Rose Will Monroe was 
bom in Bobtown, KY in 1920. 
She married, became a widow 
with two daughters and got 
work in Ypsilanti, Michigan 
during the war. In 1943, her 
job was to build B-24 and 
B-29 bombers for the U. S. 
Army. 

The actor, Walter Pidgeon 
was selling war bonds in the 
city and saw Rose. She be¬ 
came the persona of the girl 
“We Can Do It’ in an illustra¬ 
tion by J. Howard Miller. Al¬ 
though she said she was not 
the girl, she did personify the 
women who went to work in 
factories, taking the place of 
men who were freed to leave 
jobs and fight in the war. 

And although Miller’s 
work may have been the very 
basic foremnner of the idea 
formed by the government to 
use “Rosie the Riveter” as a 
promotion, the two ideas are 
not the exact same, but appar¬ 
ently cannot be separated. 

After Walter Pidgeon wit¬ 


nessed her appearance, she 
played in a nationally shown 
movie about the purchase of 
bonds, and did other promo¬ 
tions for various government 
agencies. 

When the war was over, 
she returned to working in 
whatever she found to do. “She 
drove a cab, founded and ran 
a constmction company, and 
deviating from her ‘male pre¬ 
ferred’ work choices, operated 
a beauty shop.” She also took 
flying lessons in 1970. This 
activity was stopped when the 
plane crashed and she suffered 
injuries which affected the rest 
of her life. 

She passed away at sev¬ 
enty-seven in Floyd County, 
Indiana, and is interred the 
cemetery there. 

Rosie the Riveter was 
much written about over the 
years and was painted by Nor¬ 
man Rockwell for a Saturday 
Evening Post magazine cover 
in 1948. In 2002 this was auc¬ 
tioned for $4,959,500 by So- 
thebys.

THE CHRISTIAN’S PROSPECT 
by Cornelius R. Stam 

Those of us who trust in Christ for salvation have a glorious 
prospect. For the present, while waiting to go to be with Him, 
M we have redemption, through His blood, the forgiveness of 
sins, according to the riches of His grace" (Eph. 1:7). In infinite 
love God has made us to be "accepted in the Beloved" (Eph. 
1:6) and has pronounced us "complete in Him" (Col. 2:10). 

Our position is now a blessed and exalted one, for God 
has made us to "sit together in heavenly places in Christ Jesus" 
(Eph. 2:6) and has "blessed us with all spiritual blessings in 
heavenly places in Christ" (Eph. 1:3). 

But this is only the beginning, for, referring to the 
Christian’s death, Phil. 1:23 tells us that "to depart, and to be 
with Christ... is far better"; far better, not only than earth’s 
sorrows and troubles, but far better even than earth’s dearest 
treasures and joys. 

But even this is not all, for the time will come when, 
the Church, "the Body of Christ," having been completed, 
the Lord will come to receive all of its members, living 
and dead, to Himself. Referring to the resurrection of the 
deceased believer’s body, I Cor. 15 declares that "it is raised in 
incorruptibility" (Ver. 42), "it is raised in glory" (Ver. 43), "it is 
raised in power" (Ver.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of Special 
Education or 504 Services

Child Find 

The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District find any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the 
name and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the 
parents or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special 
Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services.

Uncle Pressly Kendall 
lost a leg at Lookout Moun¬ 
tain in the Civil War, but that 
did not deter him from daily 
work on his farm near Car¬ 
lisle. 

Colonel O. T. Wills of 
Indiana recalled this adven¬ 
ture story about Carrington’s 
Rock as was told to his moth¬ 
er by her grandmother, Lucy 
Oleatha Hovermale. Lucy 
was a daughter of James 
Madison and Elizabeth Car¬ 
rington Hovermale.” 

“During the Civil War, 
Lucy and some other area 
neighborhood girls (in¬ 
cluding Eliza Carrington) 
were playing on top of Car¬ 
rington’s Rock, when they 
were approached by some 
soldiers. I never did learn if 
the soldiers were Union or 
Confederate. Anyway, the 
soldiers were going to carry 
the girls away! However, 
one of the girls had a pimply 
face, I suppose. She con¬ 
vinced the soldiers that she 
had a case of measles which 
was highly contagious at that 
time, and so the soldiers left 
them alone.” 

“One other one I recall is 
that great-grandmother Lucy 
told mother that on one other 
occasion a group of soldiers 
on patrol came to her parents’ 
house. She had to give them 
the meat-house key and they 
took nearly all of the meat!”

(AMENDMENT TO BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE) 

AN ORDINANCE WHICH SHALL BE ADOPTED TO PROMOTE EFFICIENT 
ADMINISTRATION OF COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 


THE BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE IS AN ORDINANCE 
RELATING TO THE EFFICIENT ADMINSITRATION OF COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 
THE ADMINISTRTIVE CODE WAS LAST PUBLISHED AND ADOPTED IN ITS 
ENTIRETY ON JANUARY 19, 2012 (Ordinance # 11-006). THE FISCAL COURT 
HAS FOUND IT NECESSARY TO MAKE TWO MORE AMENDMENTS TO THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE CODE AND THOSE AMEDMENTS ARE THE SUBJECT OF THIS 
ORDINANCE. 

Pursuant to Chapter 1 (General Administration) (Amendments) that Ordinance 
specifically granted unto The Bracken Fiscal Court the annual duty to review the Bracken 
County Administrative Code during the month of June and also granted unto the Bracken 
County Judge Executive the power to prepare and submit amendments to the Administrative 
Code for approval of the majority of the Fiscal Court. 

1st AMENDMENT 

BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE IS HEREBY AMENDED AT 
CHAPTER 5 (INSURANCE) (1. Health and Hospitalization—Page 43 of the 2012 
Code) BY DELETING PARAGRAPH C. AS IT WAS WRITTEN IN THE CODE 
AND ADDING A NEW PARAGRAPH C. 

INSURANCE 

1. Health and Hospitalization 

a. Comprehensive Major Medical - The county and the employee pay appropriate 
shares of the cost of an individual policy, as determined annually by the fiscal court. County 
employees may purchase family coverage at group rates. 

b. All participating employees are subject to the terms and conditions of the group 
insurance plans provided by the county. 

c . For newly hired employees, health insurance coverage becomes effective the 

first day of the second month after employment commences. (Example: An employ ee wh o 

i s hired effective May 15th is eligible to begin receiving insurance coverage effective Jul y 

1-sE- of that same year), or as r e quir e d by applicable insurance company. 

c. For newly hired employees, health insurance coverage becomes effective the 
first day following the 60 day probationary period for new employees, assuming of course 

said employee is hired and assuming this is in line with requirement of the applicable 

insurance company. 

Chapter 5 (INSURANCE) (Health Insurance and Hospitalization) is amended by 
deleting Paragraph c. and adding a new Paragraph c. (shown above) 

2ND AMENDMENT 

BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE IS HEREBY AMENDED AT 
CHAPTER 5 (COMPENSATION PAY) (OVERTIME -page 57 of Ordinance 11-006 
by deleting Paragraph 2 and Paragraph 3 as they were written in the code and re¬ 
numbering 4. And 5. to now be 2. And 3.) 

Overtime 

1. In order to determine whether an employee will receive overtime pay for hours 
worked in excess of forty (40) hours per week, each class shall be declared “exempt” or 
“non-exempt” in accordance with provisions of existing labor laws. Exempt employees 
shall not be compensated in cash for overtime worked. Non-exempt employees shall receive 
overtime pay at the rate of one and one-half (1.5) times the hourly wages for actual hours 
worked in excess of forty (40) hours in any work week. Non-Exempt employees who are 
required to work all seven (7) days in a work week shall receive overtime pay at the rate of 
one and one-half times the hourly wage for all hours worked on the seventh day of the work 
week if the cumulative weekly total exceeds 40 hours. 

2-— Tim e oTfi - with pay (such as vacation or sick leave) shall not be considered as hours 

worked for overtime pay purposes . 

— H o lidays for which employee are paid, but which arc not worked, cannot be used 

for computing uvulimi; . 

2. Full-time hourly employees will be paid two and half time their regular rate for any 
hours worked on an actual or scheduled holiday. 

3. Overtime work shall be approved in advance by the employee’s immediate 
supervisor whenever possible, and shall be kept at the minimum consistent with maintenance 
of essential services and the county’s financial resources. 

CHAPTER 5 (COMPENSATION PAY) (OVERTIME -page 57 of Ordinance 11- 
006 by deleting Paragraph 2 and Paragraph 3 as they were written in the code and 
re-numbering 4. And 5. To now be 2. And 3. As shown above). 

Except for the two said amendments, Ordinance cited as Bracken County Administrative 
Code # 11-006 and adopted on January 19, 2012, remains in full force and effect.

To can or to freeze?

Soon, many vegetables 
and fruits will be ready for 
harvesting, and many garden¬ 
ers will have more produce 
than they can readily eat. 
Those who want to preserve 
fresh, summer foods for later 
consumption will consider 
either freezing or canning the 
harvest. But is one way of 
preservation better than the 
other? The answer depends 
on the type of food you want 
to preserve. 

If proper techniques 
and correct temperatures 
are used, frozen foods retain 
greater amounts of their vi¬ 
tamin content, natural color, 
flavor and texture. 

Freezing foods preserves 
them by stopping or slowing 
the growth of microorgan¬ 
isms that cause food-borne 
illnesses and spoilage. 

Freezing is perhaps the 
easiest food preservation 
method, but not all foods 
freeze well. Some vegetables 
with high water content are 
not well suited for use as raw 
vegetables after freezing, but 
work well as ingredients in 
cooked dishes, like soups. 


Green, leafy vegetables like 
lettuce, cabbage and celery 
can become limp and wa¬ 
tery. They may also develop 
an oxidized flavor when fro¬ 
zen. Foods containing eggs 
or milk may separate wa¬ 
ter from solids or become 
tough, frothy or watery de¬ 
pending on the other ingre¬ 
dients. Freezing fried foods 
can cause them to lose their 
crispness and become soggy. 

Like freezing, canning, 
when done correctly, can stop 
the growth of microorgan¬ 
isms that cause food-borne 
illnesses and spoilage. Can¬ 
ning is a safe and cost-effec¬ 
tive way to preserve foods. 
Many fruits and vegetables 
begin losing their nutritive 
value once harvested, so it’s 
best to can foods at the peak 
of freshness. This is usually 
within six to 12 hours af¬ 
ter harvesting or purchasing 
from a farmers market. 

You should know the 
acidity of the food you are 
canning. Foods high in acid 
can be prepared in a boiling 
water canner while low-acid 
foods must be preserved us¬ 
ing a pressure canner to min¬ 
imize food-borne illnesses. 

If you’re canning for 
the first time or have previ-

Helping teens 
deal with diabetes

Dealing with Type 2 dia¬ 
betes can be difficult at any 
age, but it can be especially 
troubling for teenagers, who 
must also deal with the pres¬ 
sures of youth including self- 
image and self-worth. As a 
parent, you can do simple 
things to make managing this 
disease easier for your teen 
and your entire family. 

Obesity is one of the lead¬ 
ing causes of Type 2 diabetes. 
Helping overweight teenagers 
with diabetes reach and main¬ 
tain a healthy weight may 
help them feel physically and 
mentally better and may im¬ 
prove their glucose or blood 
sugar levels. While the secret 
to weight loss is to eat health¬ 
ier food choices in the cor¬ 
rect portion sizes and increase 
physical activity, this can be 
easier said than done. Getting 
your whole family involved 
in healthy eating and exercise 
may make reaching and main¬ 
taining a healthy weight more 
enjoyable and easier for all 
family members. 

It’s important for every¬ 
one to know that individuals 
with diabetes do not need spe¬ 
cial foods, just healthy ones. 
Eating healthy is a good idea 
whether you’re diabetic or 
not. Healthy food choices in¬ 
clude fruits and vegetables, 
whole grain breads, low-fat 
meats, milk and cheese. Lim¬ 
iting the availability of high 
sugar, high-fat foods in your 
home can help everyone make 
healthier choices. 

If you and your family 
have not been active before, 
it’s important to consult a 
doctor before beginning any 
exercise regimen. You may 
need to start slowly and grad¬ 
ually build up to 60 minutes 
per day. While playing sports 
are a good way to get physical 
activity, it’s not the only way. 
Going for a walk, dancing and 
jumping rope are all forms of 
physical activity. 

Additionally, you should 
make sure your teen is tak¬ 
ing medicine as prescribed 
by their doctor and monitor¬ 
ing their blood glucose levels. 
When the school year starts, 
you and your teen should 


make sure their school nurse 
and teachers are aware of your 
child’s diabetes care plan to 
ensure they’re eating their 
meals, eating healthy foods, 
getting physical activity and 
taking their medicine during 
the school day. 

Being diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes is a life¬ 
changing event and can be 
difficult for anyone to deal 
with, regardless of age. If 
you notice behavior changes 
in your teen, it’s important to 
talk with them about it and let 
them know they’re not alone. 
You can help your child con¬ 
nect with other teens with 
diabetes through diabetes sup¬ 
port groups or summer camps. 
Here they may make friend¬ 
ships and support each other. 
If you feel your teen needs to 
speak to a professional, it’s 
important that you help them 
connect with a health care 
worker, social worker, certi¬ 
fied diabetes educator or psy¬ 
chologist.

AUGUSTA INDEPENDENT SCHOOLS 
Notification of Rights under FERPA 
for Elementary and Secondary Schools 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
(FERPA) affords parents and students over 18 years of 
age (“eligible students”) certain rights with respect to the 
student’s education records. These rights are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review the student’s 
education records within 45 days of the day the School 
receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the 
School principal [or appropriate school official] a written 
request that identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. 
The School official will make arrangements for access 
and notify the parent or eligible student of the time and 
place where the records may be inspected. 

(2) The right to request the amendment of the 
student’s education records that the parent or eligible 
student believes are inaccurate, misleading, or otherwise 
in violation of the student’s privacy rights under FERPA. 

Parents or eligible students who wish to ask the School 
to amend a record should write the School principal [or 
appropriate school official], clearly identify the part of the 
record they want changed, and specify why it should be 
changed. If the School decides not to amend the record 
as requested by the parent or eligible student, the School 
will notify the parent or eligible student of the decision 
and advise them of their right to a hearing regarding the 
request for amendment. Additional information regarding 
the hearing procedures will be provided to the parent or 
eligible student when notified of the right to a hearing. 

(3) The right to privacy of personally identifiable 
information in the student’s education records, except 
to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without 
consent. 

One exception, which permits disclosure without 
consent, is disclosure to school officials with legitimate 
educational interests. A school official is a person 
employed by the School as an administrator, supervisor, 
instructor, or support staff member (including health or 
medical staff and law enforcement unit personnel); a 
person serving on the School Board; a person or company 
with whom the School has outsourced services or 
functions it would otherwise use its own employees to 
perform (such as an attorney, auditor, medical consultant, 
or therapist); a parent or student serving on an official 
committee, such as a disciplinary or grievance committee; 
or a parent, student, or other volunteer assisting another 
school official in performing his or her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest 
if the official needs to review an education record in order 
to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the School discloses education records 
without consent to officials of another school district in 
which a student seeks or intends to enroll, or is already 
enrolled if the disclosure is for purposes of the student’s 
enrollment or transfer. 

(4) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. 
Department of Education concerning alleged failures by 
the School to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



It has been a little more 
than 15 years since the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly revamped 
Kentucky’s postsecondary 
system and set a series of far- 
reaching goals to reach by 
the year 2020. 

If that seemed a long 
time down the road in 1997, 
it doesn’t seem too far now. 
The good news is that, in 
many ways, we ’re well within 
reach of what we had hoped 
to achieve. We got the latest 
update last month, when the 
Council on Postsecondary 
Education presented a com¬ 
prehensive snapshot of our 
progress in recent years. 

In some areas, we’re 
doing quite well. The num¬ 
ber of adults getting their 
GED jumped 10 percent 
from 2010 to 2011, for ex¬ 
ample, and we’re having a 
lot of success in the number 
of students getting two-year 
associate degrees as well as 
master’s degrees. The use of 
online courses is growing at 
a healthy clip too. 

We are also seeing posi¬ 
tive gains in the number of 
students transferring from 
the Kentucky Community 
and Technical College Sys¬ 
tem to four-year colleges, and 
there has also been a sizeable 
jump in the number of de¬ 
grees awarded in the fields 
of science, technology, engi¬ 
neering, math and health, all 
of which are critical for our 
economy. 

As for the challenges, we 


have to do more to get grad¬ 
uating high school seniors 
ready for college; increase 
the number of doctoral stu¬ 
dents in research; secure 
more outside money for re¬ 
search and development; and 
help more students get the fi¬ 
nancial assistance they need 
to continue their education. 
We’re also seeing academic 
gaps widen between lower- 
income andmoderate-to-high 
income students, which may 
have roots in the economy’s 
downturn in recent years. 

One of the biggest boosts 
to postsecondary reform 
came just a few years after 
it was enacted, and there are 
strong signs that this move - 
the General Assembly’s deci¬ 
sion to use the state’s lottery 
proceeds to help students at¬ 
tend college - has paid off. 

Since 1999, when this 
initiative first began, $1.74 
billion has been given to the 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship, known as 
KEES; and the College Ac¬ 
cess Program and the Ken¬ 
tucky Tuition Grants Pro¬ 
gram, both of which provide 
need-based financial assis¬ 
tance for those attending our 
public and private colleges 
and universities. 

Recently, the legisla¬ 
ture’s Office of Education 
Accountability (OEA) took a 
closer look at KEES, which 
high school students earn 
with good grades and then 


use to help pay for college. It 
found that nearly 90 percent 
of high school students earn 
at least some money, and that 
the average award for quali¬ 
fied students is about $1,200 
annually. On the downside, 
about 40 percent lose their 
KEES money in their first 
year of college by not main¬ 
taining the needed GPA, 
though some get part of 
the money back when their 
grades improve. 

The OEA report indi¬ 
cates that KEES has played 
a major role in getting more 
students to attend college. 
There was a slow but steady 
climb in enrollment between 
1970 and 2000, but with 
KEES’ help, the rate has 
jumped considerably since 
then. That trend applies as 
well to the number of bache¬ 
lors, associate and advanced 
degrees earned. 

As the economy contin¬ 
ues to improve, the hope is 
that the numbers of those at¬ 
tending college - and getting 
a degree - will pick up in 
those areas where they have 
fallen behind. It’s a size¬ 
able challenge, but there is 
every reason to believe that 
the goals set in 1997 are still 
within reach.

Public can help monitor 
the health of 
Kentucky’s deer herd 

Wildlife watchers can 
help researchers track and 
monitor the health of Ken¬ 
tucky’s deer herd. 

“For years, the South¬ 
eastern Cooperative Wild¬ 
life Disease Study Group 
has tracked outbreaks of 
EHD - or epizootic hemor¬ 
rhagic disease - in deer,” 
said Tina Brunjes, deer and 
elk program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“The public can assist re¬ 
searchers by reporting sick 
animals and pinpointing lo¬ 
cations.” 

Dr. Aaron Hecht, wildlife 
veterinarian for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife, noted that 
EHD has been observed an¬ 
nually in white-tailed deer 
across the southeastern Unit¬ 
ed States since 1966. The 
disease can be fatal to deer. 

“The EHD virus is trans¬ 
mitted by flies known as bit¬ 
ing midges, and as a conse¬ 
quence, disease coincides 
to the presence of the com¬ 
petent vector,” Hecht said. 
“These viruses do not infect 
humans, and humans are not 
at risk by handling infected 
deer, eating venison from 
infected deer, or being bitten 


by infected by midges.” 

Infected deer lose their 
appetites, drool excessively 
and lose their fear of humans. 
They may concentrate around 
farm ponds and water in an 
effort to reduce their body 
temperatures. During drought 
years, healthy and sick deer 
tend to congregate around the 
same watering areas, which 
can accelerate the transmis¬ 
sion of the disease. 

The onset of cooler tem¬ 
peratures in late fall usually 
brings a sudden end to dis¬ 
ease outbreaks. 

“We will monitor Ken¬ 
tucky’s deer herd closely 
over the next few months,” 
said Brunjes. “If we should 
start seeing cases of EHD in 
the field, we need people to 
let us know the location of 
sick animals so that we can 
take samples while the deer 
are alive.” 

Samples taken from sick 
deer will assist the South¬ 
eastern Cooperative Wildlife 
Disease Study Group in its 
efforts. 

People who see sickly 
deer around watering areas 
should report the animals to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
by calling 1-800-858-1549. 
Callers should be able to pin¬ 
point the location of a sick 
animal. Observers may also 
e-mail reports to Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife at: info.

Stockpiling 
Tall Fescue

With adequate moisture 
and the high cost of hay, you 
may consider stockpiling 
fescue to extend the grazing 
season and increase produc¬ 
tion and profitability. Fescue 
responds to nitrogen appli¬ 
cations in the fall with rapid 
growth and increased nutri¬ 
ent content. It is best left 
until after a frost when the 
carbohydrate levels increase 
and the plant is at its maxi¬ 
mum nutritional value. This 
can help extend the grazing 
season, reducing the number 
of days that stored feed is 
needed. For nitrogen applied 
in early August, you can see 
a return of 27 pounds of dry 
matter for every pound of 
nitrogen applied. The later 
you get in the season, the 
lower the response will be. 
Because of the high cost of 
hay, the economic benefit 
of stockpiling is greater this 
year than in past years. Even 
with the high cost of nitrogen, 
you should see a profit with 
an early application. The 
nitrogen of choice would be 
Ammonium Nitrate which is 
less likely to be lost to vola¬ 
tilization compared to Urea. 
If Urea is the only form of 
nitrogen you have, be sure 
and add a Urease Inhibitor. 
Be sure and check the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the different 
products. Not all products 
are shown to prevent nitro¬ 
gen loss. For more infor¬ 
mation on Stockpiling Tall 
Fescue, stop by the office to 
pick up the updated publica¬ 
tion with all the economic in¬ 
formation to help you decide 
on the rate of application to 
use.

Farm Service Agency 
Announces Continuous 
Sign-up for CRP Highly 
Erodible Land Initiative 

John W. McCauley, 
State Executive Director 
for the Kentucky USD A 
Farm Service Agency 
(FSA), announced that 
continuous sign-up for 
the Highly Erodible Land 
(HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) started on 
July 23, 2012. Kentucky 
received a total allocation of 
39,400 acres to enroll in the 
HEL CRP program. Offers 
will be accepted until either 
the state acreage allocation 
limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs 
first. 

“CRP is a voluntary 
program that has protected 
environmentally sensitive 
land for more than 25 
years,” said McCauley. “This 
initiative will accept offers 
with an erosion rate of at least 
20 tons per acre per year for 
new cropland or CRP acres 
that expire on September 30, 
2012; however, existing grass 
stands that are not considered 
expiring CRP will not be 
considered eligible," he said. 

Producers can stop by 
the local County FSA office 
to determine if their land 
qualifies for the Highly 
Erodible Land Initiative and 
to receive additional location- 
specific details.

head, formerly of Brooks- 
ville. Chuck’s father was Dr. 
Whitehead, a veterinarian 
from Bracken County. When 
traveling with his father 
on calls when Chuck was 
young, he would listen to 
the stories that he would tell 
along the way to pass time. 
Later, Ed would talk with Dr. 
Whitehead and hear some of 
the same stories, with few 
details left unsaid. 

While riding on the road 
(KY 19) from Chatham to 
Augusta, dad pointed out on 
the right side (east) of the 
road to a sway or depres¬ 
sion in the land between Paul 
Gerhard’s two-story frame 
tenant house and the much 
smaller red brick house on 
the same side, about 300 feet 
apart. 

“Dad said he was always 
told that there was a soldier 
buried there from the Civil 
War no marker just bur¬ 
ied,” repeated Chuck. 

“When I was younger, 
I talked to Dr. Whitehead 
about historical matters. He 
(Whitehead) was the Tocal 
expert’ on such things. Dr. 
Whitehead told me that there 
had been a fight or skirmish 
between a Union soldier and 
perhaps a Confederate sol¬ 
dier or someone in the house. 
The result was that the Union 
soldier died and was buried 
between the larger white 
house and the small brick. 
No marker or any other iden¬ 
tifying object to determine 
where the grave might be,” 
recalled Ed. 

“Dad also told me the 
story of a horse being hidden 
under the old brick house at 
the intersection of KY 19 and 
the AA highway,” remem¬ 
bered Chuck in a follow-up 
phone call. 

The story of the horse 
being hidden in the old “Fea- 
gan” house is quite familiar 
to historical society mem¬ 
bers. The version that is re¬ 
peated most often follows: 

The man who lived in 
the large brick “Feagan” 
house, which was recently 
torn down at the southeast 
corner of KY 9 and KY 19, 
had a prize stallion that he 
did not want the Confeder¬ 
ates or Union troops to “bor¬ 
row” it. Supposedly, he led 
his stallion down the cellar 
steps and hid the horse until 
the troops had passed.

Public meeting to discuss 
Kincaid Lake siltation 
problem set for August 21 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources will hold a public 
meeting to discuss siltation 
problems in Kincaid Lake at 
7 p.m. (Eastern time) Tues¬ 
day, Aug. 21. The meeting 
will be held at the multi¬ 
purpose building at Kincaid 
State Park near Falmouth. 
Doors open at 6 p.m. 

Kincaid is a 183-acre 
lake located in Pendleton 
County. 

Department staff and 
engineering consultants will 
discuss conclusions of stud¬ 
ies that examined several 
options that would alleviate 
problems associated with 
increased areas of shallow 
water around the lake due 
to siltation. These shallow 


areas have made boating and 
fishing access difficult. 

The most cost-effective 
option is to modify the spill¬ 
way height to raise the lake 
by 1.7 feet. Department staff 
are seeking public input re¬ 
garding this option prior to 
the meeting.
